WITHDRAWAL OF CHINESE ARMY 


Japanese Advance on All Fronts Following Arrival 
of Further Reinforcements 
PROPOSED ROUND-TABLE CONFERENCE 
[A MOST vemarkable development in the SinoJapanese 

hostilities during the week was the order given by the 
Chinese commander (Gen, Tsai Ting-kai) for the withdrawal 
of his troops from the Chapei and Woosung areas which they 
have been defending against the Japanese for over a month 
with praiseworthy doggedness. ‘The order for withdrawal 
came shortly after the arrival of further reinforcements from 
Japan which comprised of about 8,000 officers and men. 
‘Taziang, Chapel, including the North Station and all the 
bartiendes and machine-gun emplacements which interlaced 
‘that district, Chenju and tho entire rear entrenched area, 
together with Litho and a large section of territory in that 
neighbourhood, one after anothe? were evacuated, starting 
early on March 2, by the Chinese Nineteenth Route Army and 
its associated divisions. : 

‘The Chinese troops having withdrawn to well over the 
20-kilometre limit, on which the Japanese had insisted from 
the beginning, the Japanese military and naval commanders- 
in-chief ordered a complete cessation of hostilities, provided 
the Chinese forees concerned also ceased all active operations. 
Although there have been minor clashes here and there, 
‘comparative quietness continues at the present time. 

With the League Assembly having taken up the question, 
the proposal for « Round Table Conference for arriving at a 
satisfactory solution of the dispute has made no great headway. 
It is noteworthy that throughout these anxious weeks, the 
00d offices of the consular authorities of the foreign nations 
stationed in Shanghai have been very helpful, particularly 
the very earnest part taken by Admiral Sir Howard Kelly, 
Commander-in-Chief of the China Squadron, and by- the 
British Minister to China, Sir Miles Lampson, which is 
universally applauded. ‘The anxiety hanging down the faces 
of the people of the city for the past several days has been 
lifted a little and once again life and cheerfulness are notice- 

ble, while there is a consensus of opinion that the severe 
jet-back received by an alvendy handicapped business should 
be remedied as soon as possible.

Jess the Chinese residents in 
the Settlement are to be credited 
ith an unreasonableness beyond 
belief, they cannot have been 
satisfied with the frequency with 
which administration was ham- 
pered. at one point or another by 
these obscurities and their ex- 
ploitation, 
No one, whether Chinese or 
foreigner, who has had ony ex- 
perience of the irritating—and 
expensive—difficulties confront- 
Ing the public utility services 
here, will deny that this oppor- 
tunity, however brought about. 
should be taken to thrash out 
means of putting matters on a 
more practical footing. It will 
be necessary however to proceed 
with the greatest circumspection. 
It is idle to deny that, when 
there has been a: 
this kind, feelings are exceeding- 
ly sensitive. The aggrieved par- 
ties—for there must be more 
than one, just as there is more 
than one point of view—are not 
to be aligned in helpful co-opera- 
tion if they have any suspicion 
that their grievances are but 
lightly valued. It is just as im- 
portant, for example, to consider 
Japanese interests as to take into 
account the interests of other 
non-Chinese nationals. Japanese 
Jand other foreigners would simi. 
Hlarly be ill-advised if they did 
not recognise that a solution, to 
be permanent as permanency 
goes. ought to carry with it 
sound political logie and reason- 
fable Chinese consent.

In referring two days ago to 
the possibility of a contention 
that the complete assertion of 
Japanese itary dominance 
lover the Chinese forces round 
Shanghai was essential to the 
establishment of peaceful con- 
ditions in China, this journal 
expressly dissociated itself from 
that view on moral grounds, 
It went on to point out that on 
practical grounds such a theory 
was untenable, especially in 
the light of events of the last} 
three weeks.

Nothing could make the positio 
lof foreigners here more intoler 
ble than to leave the world— 
land China—with the impression 
that any responsible section of 
foreign opinion could hold that 
view for an instant. The pos- 
sibility of a Japanese military 
defeat can be ruled out; Chinese 
soldiers and their country men, 
even if still determined to con- 
tinue the struggle, have no illu- 
sions on that score. ‘The dictum. 
therefore may be said to be the. 
product of an attempt to set up 
skittles for the pleasure of 

wling them over. Taking it 
las the expression of a point: 
of view it must be reject- 
ed with all the strength 
which this journal ean command. 
It is a libel on the foreign com- 
munity. Tt means, in effect, that 
the British and’ other foreign 
nations represented in China are 
so effete that they have to rely 
Jon outside championshin _ of| 
their rights. It implicitly means 
that a “tolerable position” is to 
'be created for them at Japanese 
Jexpense in lives and money. 
It means that, in defiance 
Jof policies accepted and direct- 
led in their name, they are pre- 
pared to accept benefits accruing 
from an apparent assailment of 
those policies. ‘The world is 
sadly sensible of the fact that 
moral codes, widely esteemed 
though they ' be, are but im- 
perfectly followed in inter- 
national actions. It does not| 
Jaccept the view that those codes. 
re wantonly ignored or that 
the process of ignoring them is 
Japplauded and turned, cynically, 
to advantage. 

‘The Japanese Government have 
beon made aware of the serious. 
Iness of the “third party risk 
which they have incurred and 
may,continue to incur by reason 
lof the operations so unthinkingly’ 
and unwisely launched in 
Shanghai. It is pleasant to note 
that, great though the obstacles 
fare, peace counsels are gaining 
Jground, It may indeed be held 
that the latest Japanese advance 
will” encourage the efforts of 
Tokyo to range itself on the side 
of peace. It is manifestly un- 
fair to saddle the Japanese with 
“third party risks” of the kind 
to which the opinion quoted 
labore so. blandly alludes. 
Japan has clearly stated that she. 
is in search of no. territory in 
Shanghai, that she is merely con- 
feerned with the safeguarding of. 
her nationals’ lives and rights. 
Even if it be granted, as this 
Journal does not grant, that she 
has taken suitable action to 
enforce that policy, it is surely 
jasking too much’ that others. 
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[she has sown, When there is 
discussion of defeat, and its 
psychological effect on’nations, it 
is very dangerous to dogmatise. 
Should the Chinese lay down 
their arms to-day they could not, 
lexcept by some extravagant act 
of folly, be deprived of the morat 
advantage gained by the resis- 
{tance offered to Japanese force. 
{If the Japanese decided to ignore

this principle has been observed 
by all parties. To consideration 
lof it Japanese actions will be as 
relevant as Chinese political 
encroachments. $0, too, will 
Jiudicial minds that 
Feature of the activities of the 
19th Route Army has been a 
scrupulous regard for non 
Japanese interests.

Soviet Frontier Fortifications 
Strengthened 
fom Our OWN ConsestonnENe 


Harbin, Feb. 24. 

Passengers who have arrived from 
Europe state that there were fifteen 
German engineers on the train from 
Moscow, who openly stated that 
they had’ been engaged by the 
Soviet government for the pur- 
pose of constructing fortifications 
and strengthening the frontier on 
both sides of Manchuria. Some of 
these men were on their way to 
Vladivostok and some to Habarovsk, 
lat which points they were to receive

H.M. SUPREME COURT 


Doughty v. Freeman 


In HAL, Supreme Court on March 
4, Judge P, Great Jones gave 
Tudgment in’ the case’ of Messrs. 
©. J. Doughty & Co, v. Mr. 
‘aid’ Mrs, T. 0. C, Freeman, His 
Lordship’ said: 

‘This is a claim for’ work done 
and materials provided by the 
plaintiffs for the defendants who 
‘object that the work has not been 








completed in accordance. with, the 
ferms of the contract and that such 
completion is-a condition presedent 
{fo payment, Succinetly stated, that 
is the issue between the pasties. 
‘The contract is contained ina 
feries of letters commencing "on 
October 31, 1929, in which plaintiffs 
‘greed. to furnish. and instal com= 
pleepiambing’ana heating Systems 
In defendante™ apartment hotse. to 
wR erste on the carey of Avene 
faig and Route de Say Zoong. Items 
of the latter system were an’ Amer- 
{can Radiator Company's Red Jneket 
aller complete with black iron ‘con: 
fection to. brick chimney" and 
Insulated ‘with steel jacket, and 25 
Tadiators of the “Cotto”. desi 
manufactured by the same company. 
‘The contract was originally for the 
Jump sum of Tis, 6891 and carried 
with it'a guarantee for 12 months 
Against ‘defects in material and 
Workmanship. In "a letter "of 
Fanvary 8, 1590, plaintifts agreed to 
Feduce ‘this eatimate by Tiss 68 and

Sensation in America: Disappointed Parents Broad- 
cast Appeal: Immunity Promised

Kiangwan is a village of ghosts 
to-day, Ghosts of houses, bridges, 
frees; ‘even a ghost train bleached 
by fire and scarred by shot waits at 
he deserted platform of Kiangwan 
Station.
